Government Js Convinced 
Treaty Not In:Conflict 
» With League , 


Ottawa, June 2.—The proposals of 
the United States Government, by 
their directness and simplicity, afford 
to the peoples of the world a new and 
notable opportunity of ensuring last- 
ing peace.’ In such words, . Premier 
King has intimated to the Govern- 
ment of the United States that the 
Canadian Government will be prepar- 
ed to recommend to the Dominion 
Parliament acceptance of the propos- 
ed Kellogg treaty to outlaw war. Pre- 
micr King’s reply to the United States 
invitation was handed to the United 
States Minister on Wednesday. 

Premier King observes that. careful 
consideration has been given to the 
point whether obligations of the 
League Covenant would conflict in 
any way with the obligations of the 
proposed pact. 

“His Majesty's Government th Can- 
ada,” Premier King continues, “re- 
gards the League, with all its limita.

BOOKLET IS 0 
GREAT INTEREST 


To Flower Growers; Bloom- 
istg Season Has Arriv- 
° ed At Last 


With the approach of the blooming 
season for such bulbs as tulips, nar- 
cissi, and hyacinth, the Department 
of Agriculture at Ottawa has issued a 
timely bullctin entitled ‘Some Flower- 
ing Bulbs’. ‘The bulletin is fromr the 
pen*of Mr. E. M. Straight, the Su- 
perintendent of the Experimental Sta- 
tlon for Vancouver Island. who has 
been making a detailed study of bulb 
production in Canada. Pacific Coast 
nurserymen have taken up the grow- 
ing of bulbs that we have been in the 
habit of importing in very large 
quantities, particularly from Holland, 
each year. Before pronouncing on the 
value of the Canadian grown bulbs as 
compared with European -stock, prac- 
tically all of the Experimental Farms

On St. Patrick's Day, 1851, the first 
sod was turned on Trinity College, 
grounds by Bishop Strachan in the pre 
sence of a large number of citizens. 
The college was built “by the munifl 
cence of those who, both in Great Bri 
tain and in the Diocese of Toronto, 
gave with willing hands gifts of money 
and land for accomplishment of the 
object aimed at by the founders.” 
Bishop Strachan was “he first Presl- 
dent. A portion of the building was 
completed In 1852. This is the main 
building. which will be the: only part 
left standing after the present wreck- 
ing Is completed. 

The materials used were white bricks 
made In Yorkville, then a village on 
Yonge Street north of Bloor © street, 
now part of the city of Toronto, and 
stone from Cleveland; which harmon- 
ives in color with the brick. , In 1884 
the chapel on the east side was opened 
and was spoken of by competent auth 
crilies as a gem of ecclesiastical arch- 
itecture.- 

The west wing was> added in 1891, 
and the eastern ip 1894. These build. 
‘ngs are now to be torn down.

IMPORTANCE OF 
-./SWARM CONTROE 


At ong time the caret ofa heasieee 
was measured by the number’ of | 
swarms he obtained from his aplary, * 
but at the present time honey produc- 
tion is the Index of success. Natural’ 
swarming is the bees’ method of mak- 
ing increase but coming, as it does, just 
prior to or during the main horfey flow 
it greatly*iessens the. storing capacity 
of the aplary. Furthermore, there ts 
always the danger of losing 
through absconding swarms. After ‘&

for swarming, there is usually a slow- ~~ 


Ing-up of field work, and when the 
swarm tssues this work may cease .al- 


together, for it is the field force 6f ,., 


the colony that goes to make up ‘the 
swarm. Should nectar be coming In 
i the rate of ten to. twenty pound: 
per day-at the time of swarming, ft 
will readily be seen that this loss’ of 
time on the part‘of the bees will have 
fin adverse effect on the crop stored. 
As the colony from which the swarm 
issues 1s deprived of its ficld bees, it 
can no longer be expected to gather , 
a. crop of honey. Should the beckeep- 
er be lucky enough to capture the 
swarm and return it to the colony from * 
which» it caine, the loss in honey will 
not be so great as where the swarm 
is hived on/a new stand, the time ‘lost 
by the becs in preparing for ‘arid 
swarming, however, means lost honey. 
Fortunately the bees give ample warn 
ing when they are preparing to swarm. 
A thorough examination once every 
9 or 10 days will enable the beekeep- 
er to forestall natural swarming. ‘The 
bees will. in the majority of cases, nban 
don their preparations if sufficient 
room {s given them to store 
nectar or the queen given more room 
‘n)the brood nest. Shade and yentila 
tion during the hottest pert of the sum 
mer. also afd in reducing the tendency, 
Por those colonies that Insist on swarm 
ng. dequeening.or separation ‘of Jueen 
and brood, will stop them.

Pollution of virtuatly all 
streams emptying along the Massa- 
chusttts coast hag results in Ube stale 
departments of Health and fisheries 
closing many hitherto productive sec- 
lions of the coast to clam dissing. 
These departments agree there is lit- 
tle prospect of cleaning up the potlu- 
tion of the streams because of the 
large expenditure which would’ be

"LIME BIG AD | 
TO FARM SOIL 


Is Especially ‘Beneficial In| 
Eastern Parts of The 
Province 


Lime is not a fertilizer, and in- 
creases fertility only Indirectly, “as “it 
renders conditions favorable for the 
liberation of plant food, and also as it 
stimulates bacterial action, which in 
turn acts on the organic matter in 
the soll, and breaks it up into a 
form available for plant food.

Lime to be used in correcting soll 
acidity is put on the market In many 
forms. .It has been determined 
hl that’ material applied in the form of 
finely ground limestone Is the most 
desirable and economical. The rate 
of application Varics with the degree 
of acidity in the soll. : ~ 

In order to determine the actual 
increase in crop yields due to the 
application of ground. limestone, & 
project has been under way at the 
Dominion experimental station, Len- 
noxville, forsfive years, Ground lime- 
stone Is applied to the land on one 
set of plots, at the rate of two tons 
per acre, just before seeding the oat 
crop, in a rotation of corn, oats, 
clover, timothy. Manure is applied to 
the land previous to plowing for corn 
at the rate of sixteen tons per acre. 
Another set of plots are treated in the 
same way in every respect, except)’ 
that limestone is not applicd. This 
experiment is carritd on,in duplicate, 
and accurate records have been kept 
in connection therewith, for the five- 
year period. 

* In every instance there has been a 
decided increase in yield on the plots 

treated with lime, Corn has given a 
five.year average increase in yield of 
42.37 tons pr acre. The yield of oats 
has been 12.2 bushels per acre higher 
on the limed plot. The increase in 
yield of clover is .54 of a ton, while 
timothy has yielded .68 of a ton more 
per acre. The increases in the value 
of crops on the limed plots after de- 
ducting the cdst of the lime, has been 
as follows: corn, $4.14; oats, $5.58; 
clover, $2.71; timothy, $3.81. ‘Thgse 
values are figured from the’ average 
| market price for these crops, over the 
five-year period.
